ASSN Dereas his Majeſty by His Beoclamation braring date the Zo 
EVEN n CANYL/ and twentteth of December laſt pait, taking into 91s Goyal Conſiders - 
S Ne , ton, the manifold Evils ar ling from the Liberty taken by his Subjece 
Trading into the Medicerranean Sea, ok imploping the Paſſes o2 Sc 
Zucks granted fo2 the Securing the Ships and Ueſſe!s of His Subjects. 
to the P2otecting and Securing Fo2e:gn Ships and Uefſels, did thereby 
Declare, That no Pals oz Sea⸗Bziek bearing date befoze, oz Ence the 
Firſt day ok January laſt> (Mould remain in foꝛce any longer then until the 
Firſt day of May next coming ; And that other Paſſes in the fozm therein 
BE AF AlSres cablil}ed, (ould be delivered forth by the Secretary of the Admwalty 
[ZR 6 oli: Dok England; And that no Paſs oz Dea-Baiek to be granted ( Ercept as is 
| therein Ercepted ) (Mould remain in fozce longer then fo2 the (pace ok 
dne entire year from the day of the date thereok: And although it is evident, That no other Palles o: 
Stea⸗Bücks were intended by the laid Pꝛoclamation, but luch as had been granted to His Majedtes 
Subjects Trading into the Mediterranean Sed, With rekerence to the Treaties between His Majeckp aud 
the ſcveral Goveruments of Argieis, Tunis and Tiipoli; Pet to pꝛebent all miſtakes that may poſſibly ar ſe 
touching the lame, His Majeſty doth by this His Royal Pꝛoclamation (with the Advice of His Pꝛiby 
Counc:1) Declare, That the Paſſes and Sca-Baiefs intended, and by the laid fozmer Pꝛoclamatton 
declared to remain in koꝛce no longer then until the ſaid Firſt day ok May, as allo the Paſſes therein di⸗ 
rected to be delivered out by the Secretary of the Admiralty, and which by the laid Pꝛoclamation are 
required to be P2inted and Indented in the fozm thereby eſtabliſhed, and to continue foz One Pear, and 
no longer, are onely ſuc!) Baſſes and Sea-2B2iefs as habe been, o2 hall be given foz the Sccurity of 
the Ships and Uellels ok his Majeſties Subjects Trading into the laid Mediterranean Sed, with re⸗ 
ference to the Treaties between His Majeſty and the laid ſeveral Governments of Argiers, Tunis and 
Tripoly. And all perſons concerned, are to take notice of this His Majeſties Royal Intention, and to 
conkozm themlelves thereto accozomglp.
